As  we,  the  seniors  of  19^9»  look  back  over  the  years  at  -^^ew  Pal- 
estine ■'ilgh  School,  we  recall  many  happy  days. 

Vvhen  we  entered  school  in  1937,  the  school  building  was  being  re-
